SECRETARY BUTTERWORTH IN TOWN. 


Though no definite action was taken on the 
directors’ amended Lake-Front ordinance by 
the Council last evening some progress was 
made toward bringing about a satisfactory 
settlement. Both parties came to the conclu- 
sion that no agreement could be arrived at 
without the appointment of a conference 
committee, as Tue TRIBUNE had suggested. 
After the amended ordinance had been dis- 
cussed about an hour, and when about a 
dozen substitutes and amendments had been 
proposed aud the business was getting into a 
hopeless tangle, Ald, Madden moved the ap- 
pointment of a committee of five Aldermen 
to confer with an equal number of World’s 
Fair directors to draft a new ordinance to be 
presented at the meeting of the Council 
Wednesday evening for final action. 

IT have no desire to delay this matter,“ said 
Ald. Madden, “but it is apparent that 
we cannot agree here tonight. It 
is impossible for us to give those 
amendments offered the mature consid- 
eration they deserve. I am instructed to say, 
too, in behalf of the members of the World's 
Fair Directory that they favor the course 
which I propose, or at least that they will 
not regard it as obnoxious or asin the inter- 
est of the delay that kills.” 

There were a score of seconds to Madden’s 
motion. Aid. Kerr, however, suggested that 
the committee be increased to nine members 
so that all parts of the city be fully repre- 
sented. Ald. Hepburn urged his colleagues 
to accept the amendment, and on the sug- 
gestion of Ald. Kent the committee was final- 
ly made to consist of four members from the 
West Side, three from the South Side,ana two 
from the North Side. There was not a 
dissenting vote on the adoption of Madden’s 
motion thus amended, and the directors con- 
gratulated the author and the Council on 
finding a way that promises a satisfactory 
solution of the whole difficulty. 

Memorial from the Pirectors, 

The subject matter was brought before the 
Council in a rather irregular manner by the 
presentauon of the following memoriai from 
the Worid’s Fair directors: 

The duly constituted as a special 
committee of the World's Columbian Exposi- 
tion, beg leave to submit to your honorable body 
the following communication and petition—to 
wit: 

The Board of Directors of the said Exposition 
have given most careful consideration to the 
provisions of the ordinance adopted by your hon- 
orable body relating to the temporary use of the 
Lake-Front by the World's Coiumbian Exposi- 
tion. 

The general provisions of the ordinance are in 
the main seveptabie to the Board of Directors, 
yet, with an earnest desire on their part to meet 
the views of the Common Council as to all rea- 
sonable guards and restrictions devised to pro- 
tect the interests of the people, itis the convic- 
tion of the board, as it must, we think, on full 
reflection be apparent to you, that some of the 
conditions and restrictions provided In said ordi- 
nance, ars of such a nature as to make the con- 
cession of privilege wholly valueless and practi- 
cally inoperative. The Board of Directors are 
aware of the many difficulties that lie in the way 
of the use of the Lake- Front for the purposes of 
the Exposition. But the deep-seated conviction 
that the plaging of an attractive portion of 
the exhibit upod that area will conduce to the 

financial benefit of 28,000 or more citizen- 
shareholders and to the interest and lasting ad- 
vantage of all our people, and to the convenience 
of expected visitors as well, makes them re- 
luctant to surrender their cherished hopes of 
overcoming all difficulties, and using. 
within the range of a reasonable 
cost, the land and area in question. 
Therefore, instead of wholly declining to accept 
the provisions of the ordinance adopted by your 
honorable body, we most respectfully beg your 
careful consideration of certain amendments 
which we are authorized by our board to propose. 
If these amendments shall receive the sanction 
ef your judgment and the ordinance 
shall be modified by your  approv- 
al thereof; it will be the pur- 
pose of the directory to avail itself, in their fair 
letter and spirit, of the concessions thus tend- 
ered. Other difficulties will still lie before us, 
but they shall be promptly faced, and within the 
limits of thirty days, when the ordinance pro- 
vides for our acceptance of its provisions, we will 
Teport upon the feasibility of availing ourselves 
me concessions we now desire at your hands. 
Tue amendments proposed by us will be found 
fa the copies of the ordinances which accompany 
this petition. The proposed amendments are 
printed in italics, and may plain'y dis- 
tinguished from the text of the ordinance itself. 

We forbear the presentation here of any 
lengthy argument in support of these amend- 
ments. A word of explanation may be per- 
mixted: 

First—In the fifth line of Sec. 2 we have made 
the verbal amendment there found for tne sake 
of greater explicitness. 

Second—We have added to Sec 8 the words 
- “subject, however, to the provisions of Sec. 6 of 
this ordinance,” as without this addition there 
would be a seeming conflict between Sec. 8 and 
Sec. 6 if the latter be amended as we propose. 

Third—We have struck out Sec. 4 as it seems 
to us to take jurisdiction over municipal bodies 
quite independent of the City Council, and is 
not in general harmony with the ordinance as it 
Will be as a whole, it our proposed amendments 
meet your approval.

Ald. O’Neilll’s Proposal. 

Finally Aid. O’ Neill moved to strike out all 
the proposed amendments of the directors. 
He objevted to the park provision of the 
amendment and to the Worid’s Fair directors 
imposing any conditions on the city. Let 
them take the Lake-Front and use it, he 
said, but make no pretensions to ownership 
or control. As to the park proposition the 
city hed enough parks, de said. 
The people did not want an ad- 
ditiopito the dumping-grounds of the city. 
Tue was too valuable for that. A 
syndicate could be formed which would fill 
the Lake-front, pile it, lend it to the World's 
Fair for use, take it back im five years, and 
pay off the whole indebtedness, then amount- 
ing to $18,000,000. Ald. O'Neill moved to

Ald. Kent moved to amend the sectuon by 
striking out the directors’ amendment and 
inserting the following: 

The said City of Chicago shall first refund to 
the World’s Columbian Exposition the actual 
cost of such filling or piling, or both; provided 
further. that the sum so expended for said filling 
or piling, or both, shall not exceed the sum of 
$2,000,000; and, provided further, that in the event 
of the City of Chicago loaning or in any manner 
subscribing $5,000,000 to the said Columbian Ex- 
position, the said $2,000,000, or such part thereof, 
as may be used for filling or piling, or both, shall 
be returned to the City of Chicago to be used by 
it in payment of all obligations for filling or pil- 
ing provided for in this ordinancé, 

Ald. Kent said in support of his amend- 
ment that he would not vote to give anybody 
even temporary control over the made land 
of the Lake-Front one day after it ceased to 
be used for Fair purposes. His proposition 
obviated the difficulty which would arise 
from the adoption of the proposed amend- 
ment. It would enable the directors to 
spend all the money needed for filling and 
enable the city to pay for that filling after 
the Fair is over. We propose to give the 
directors $5,000,000,” he said. Well, let 
$2,000,000 of that be the payment for the mak- 
ing of ground which the city shall own on 
the Lake-Front and own forever. For the 
Aldermen to give the directors control over 
the made ground would be treacherous be- 
trayal of the city.” 

Harris and the Mayor. 

Ald. Harris deprecated Kent’s amendment. 
He would not under any circumstances give 
the Exposition directors any foothold on city 
property. He thought Kent’s amendment de- 
lusive. Whatif the people refused to make 
the $5,000,000 loan? Then the directors might 
proceed to take possession and could hold it. 
He was afraid of “soulless corporations.“ 
The Exposition directorate was a soul- 
less corporation. The Aldermen should 
treat it as such. The Aldermen 
had been referred to as thieves and s and bag- 
gers by members of the directorate, He was 
reminded that professional thieves were in 
the habit of calling others bard names in or- 
der to divert attention from themselves, The 
galleries hissed. Harris turned and said: 

„I cannot be hissed down. I will say what 
I think and what is germane to this ques- 
tion.” 

The Mayor called the Alderman to order 
and directed him to speak to the question. 

Harris again referred in uncomplimentary 
terms to the directors. 

The Mayor interrupted: “Ald. Harris, I 
cannot permit you to reflect on the directors 
in this way. They are nat private individ- 
uals; they are pubiic-spirited citizens of 
Chicago and represent 30,000 of our best peo- 
ple. They must be protected from 
The Mayor was going to say insult, but 
Harris interposed: 

„II Lam out of order I am willing to be 
put in order. I only refer to the corporation 
of directors, not the individuals.” He ended 
by repeating his previous objections to the 


_— Cullerton’s Amendment. 

When Harris took his seat Aid. Cullerton 
offered the following substitute for the 
whole of Sec. 5, and said that he did not ia- 
tend to make @ speech on it:

The members 
will be notified, however, so that they may 
meet with the committee to be appointed by 
the directors this afternoon.

The verdict in the case of Henry Alex- 
ander, which is similar to the other twenty- 
three, was as follows: 

We, the jury, find that the deceased, Henry 
Alexander, came to his death from injuries re- 
ceived atan explosion in the steamship Tioga 
July 11, 1890. said explosion having been caused 


by the ignition of naphtha shipped in violation 


of the law. 

And we, the jury. recommend that J. C. Bright, 
W. H. Bright; Alonzo F. Bedford, and other per- 
sons unknown to this jury, having knowingly vio- 
lated the law of the country by shipping naphtha 
without proper marking and thereby brought 
about the death of said Henry Alexander, be ap- 
prehended and committed to the County Jail of 
Cook County for involuntary manslaughter until 
discharged by due vourse of law. 

Further, from tne evidence, we, the jury, be- 
lieve that the Union Steamboat company has 
rules forbidding its employés to receive s ex- 
plosive goods, but we censure the said company 
fornot examining packages or freight coming 
from companies liable to ship naphtha, gasoline, 
or explosives. 

We also recommend that the powers and du- 
ties of the office of Oil Inspector of Chicago be 
so enlarged as o make it the duty of said office 
to notify the Government, consignors or con- 
signees, ana carriers of any violations of the 
law,and giving said office power at once to 
brand all barrels shipped in violation with the 
mark or marks required by law. 

Deny the Kesponsibility. 

When the jury resumedite labors at 10 
o'clock yesterday morning Coroner Hertz 
read the following letter from the President 
and Vice-President of the Genesee Oil Works: 

Henry Hertz, Coroner—Dear Sir: Your tele- 
gram this day received. We cannot come to Chi- 
cago and don't see why we should do so, as we 
are in no way responsible for the explosion on 
the Tioga. All carriers from Buffalo put 
all the products of petroleum in the 
same classificaton, charge the same 
freight, and make no distinction between them, 
all their products being designated oil.“ The 
Union Steamboat company sent us freight 
tariff No. 6, berewith inclosed. The official classi- 
fication to which this tariff refers is also herewith 
inclosed. The 320 barrels carried by the Tioga 
on her last trip to Chicago were delivered by the 
Genesee Oil Works to the New York, Lake Erie 
and Western railroad to be delivered to the 
Union Steamboat company, and the steamboat 
company returned to us three bills of lading 
on one of which, for 140 barrels, it itself 


» had placed in blue pencil the words Marked 


Diamond B.” This shipment was made by the 
Genesee Oil Works under tariff No..6, and the 


official classification herewith inclosed; there 


was no concealment whatever from the steam- 


boat company of the character of the shipment. 


The steamboat company knew the character of 
this and previous similar shipments, and we un- 
derstand that Deputy Oil Inspector Prager has 
often condemned as unfit for illuminating pur- 
poses Diamond B.“ barrels in the presence of 
Union Steamboat employés and officials. 

If Bedford has disappeared or refused to ap- 
pear and testify fully before your jury we sin- 
cerely regret it, and itis witbout our krowledge 
or approval. Our wish is that he and all others 
having knowledge of the facts shall give them to 
you. Deputy Inspector Prager will testify in 
accordance with our statement in reference to 
his inspection if he is inquired of on that point. 
Please notice that in the official classification all 
the products of petroleum are classified under 
the word oil.“ J. C. & W. H. BMORT. 


What the Witnesses Said, 


Mr. Morford, the Chicago agent of the 
Union Steamboat company, was the first per- 
son to take the witness-stand. He admitted 
that naphtha, gasoline, benzine, and kero- 
sene were classed as oils under classification 
No. 6, but declared his company had in- 
structed its agents not to recive any which 
would be condemned for illuminating pur- 
poses. He said the steamboat company. was 
governed by its own published classitication, 
and not by that of the Central Traffic As- 
sociation. His company was permitted by 
law to accept shipments of naphtha if prop- 
erly marked, but the rules of the company 
forbade it. The company had never, so far 
as he knew, knowingly accepted a shipment 
of naphtha. Neither would it carry gun- 
powder or dynamite. 

He did not know that a shipment of naph- 
tha had ever been received by the company 
until the fact was developed after the expio- 
sion on the Tioga. 

„Do you think I could sit quietly in my of- 
fice if [knew I was surrounded by danger- 
ous explosives?’’ he exclaimed in answer to a 
juror’s question, 

Charles S. Crain, City Oil Inspector, next 
took the stand and proved that he knew lit- 
tle indeed about petroleum and its products. 
He admitted that he was “not an expert,” 
and that he knew nothing about oil when he 
was appointed inspector. 

“Is it not the duty of the inspector to no- 
tify the proper officials when oil has been 
shipped in wolation of the law?’ inquired 
Foreman Burke. 

“No, sir. We have nothing to do with 
shipments. We merely test the oil and mark 
that which is below a certain proof Con- 
demned for illuminating purposes,’ also 
marking the number of degrees of heat re- 
quired to cause it to ignite.“ 

Mr. Crain then read from the statutes given 
in Secs. 302, 303, and 306, defining the duties 
of an oil inspector ana fixing the penaities 
for dealers or others who keep or offer for 
sales oil that has not been officially tested. 

“When a barrel is condemned for illumi- 
nating purposes, does that indicate that it 
contains naphtha?’’ Crain was asked. 

“It might be either naphtha, gasoline, or 
benzine,” was the reply. 

He Is Not an Expert. 

“If a barrel of kérosene was found on in- 
spection to be below 150 degrees proof, would 
it not be marked ‘condemned for illuminat- 
ing purposes :

Charles D. Smith, superintendent of 
dockmen at the Union Steamboat company’s 
dock, testified to having seen hundreds of 
barrels of oil marked “ Diamond B,” but did 
not know until after the explosion that any 
of them contained naphtha. 

John Kaox, assistant foreman at the dock, 
had seen the inspector at work several times 
but never heard that naphtha wasin any of 
the barrels. Lubricating oil was heavier 
than illuminating oil, but he never noticed 
that naphtha was lighter than eicher. 

Robert W. Veasey, assistant agent of tne 
steamboat line, never knew of naphtha being 
carried on the boats until he found it out after 
the explosion. He had seen barrels marked 
„ Diamond B. but aid not remember of ever 
having seen any of them bearing the in- 
spector’s mark of approval. The “ Diamond 
B” was marked on the barrels for shipping 
purposes merely. The boat company did not 
knowingly accept naphtha or any other ex- 
plosives. 

Kaew Naphtha Had Been Received. 

Mr. Prager was recalled and created some- 
thing of a sensation by testifying that Mr. 
Bedford had frequently spoken to him of re- 
ceiving oil and naphtha and requested him to 
inspect it at the dock. 

“You say he mentioned the naphtha before 
the explosion !“ inquired the Coroner.

vember. This is ninety days by publication, 
and is fixed by the Constitution. The chances 
are, in fact, the legislation will assume the 
form ofa resolution for an amendment to the 
Constitution. 

The idea for a bill for that purpose evi- 
dently originated in the minds of men who 
did not have any ciear ideas of the Constitu- 
tion of this commonwealth. It will require 
102 votes to adopt the resolution in the House 
and 34 in the Senate. That is to say, 102 
members of the House and 34 Senators must 
vote in the affirmative in order to adopt the 
resolution. There is another point that 
might be emphasized. It will also require a 
two-thirds vote to get am emergency bill 
through the Legislature, and by dilatory mo- 
tions or anything of this nature will prob- 
ably be used against subsidiary legislation, 
not in opposition to the constitutional amend- 
ment. 

Among the Candidates for Speaker. 

The candidates for Speaker hustled about a 
little during the evening. 

Mr. Cochran expects to be nominated not 
later than the third ballot. He bases this be- 
lief upon the fact that he is not a candidate 
for renomination or reélection to the House, 
and in support of his claim for the honor said:

ly waiving all the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion so far as they affect a special power con- 
ferred on the municipality of Chicago.

4 Man Reed May 12—Mr, Yerkes’ Pas- 


gengers Get Their Money’s Worth 
Edgewater Property in Court—Ex-Coun- 
ty Commissioner Klam Figures in a 
Queer Suit. 


George Bartley, who murdered a 60-year- 


old man named Edward Reed at the South- 


ern Lead Works, Sixteenth and Brown 
streets, May 12, was captured by Detectives 
Leonard and Thomas of the Central Station 
last evening. The officers had been looking 
for Bartley for several weeks and arrested 
him on a description. The prisoner denied 


ali knowledge of the crime till he was posi- 


tively identified at the Central Staton, when 
he broke down ana confessed. 

The detectives mentioned were on Michi- 
gan street near State about 9 o'clock last 
evening when they noticed a man go by who 
was continually looking over his shoulder. 
They foliowed him, and when he passed un- 
der an electric light they had a good view of 
his face. It answered a description of some 
man wanted by the police and tne officers 
determined to arrest him. The man who was 
being followed not.ced the detectives and at- 
tempted to dodge into an alley but was caught. 

* We want you for stealing a pocketbook,” 
said one of them. The prisoner was taken 
to the Central Station. 

„We want you for murder,” said Lieut. 
Clark as he caught sight of the man. 

“What murder!“ 

“ The murder of Ed Reed.“ 

“I don’t know suchagperson and never 
murdered anybody.“ 

He was closeiy examined, but protested his 
innocence. The marks on his body tallied 
with the descriptor of them given by people 
who knew him. Lieuts. Kipley and Clark 
sent ior Pat Clark, a young man who had 
worked with Bartley and who knew him 
well. About 10:30 o’clock he came into the 
room occupied by the prisoner. The latter 
was standing up near the light. Pat Clark 
eyed him amoment. The tears came into 
his eyes and his voice trembled as he 
faitered : 

“T can’t help it, George. I'm sorry——” 

“Do you know this man!“ Lieut. Kipley 
asked the prisoner. 

-For a moment he hesitated. His eyes 
. as he looked at nis old friend, and he 
said: 

56 V- yes.“ 

He remained silent for several minutes and 
then told the story of the murder, prefacing 
it with the remark: I haven't a friend on 
earth.“ 

The murder was committed about 4:30 
o’clock on the afternoon ot May 12. Astrike 
bad been in progress at the Southern Lead 
Works since May 2. The first day of the 
month the fitty men at work there had re- 
ceived a holiday. When they returned next 
day they were sed with the strike 
mania, though they had no real grievances. 
The unskilled men asked that their work- 
day be cut down from ten hours to eight. 
The skilled men, more out of sympathy than 
for any other reason, also went out. The 
firm refused to concede any of the demands 
and discharged nearly all the men, taking in 
new ones. Amongst these was Edward 
Reed, Bartley's victim. Reed was 60 years 
old, and lived with a large family at No. 565 
West Harrison street. The afternoon of 
May 12 Bartley and another discharged em- 
ployé named William Gebhard came to the 
mill drunk. They got into the shop and tried 
to drive out the men who were at work, and 
a pitched battle was the result. 

“T went up to Reed,” suid Bartley last 
night, and called him a‘scab.’

A WEIRD TALE FROM NILES CENTER. 


Ex-Commissioner Klehm, Jastice Schmitz, 
and Constable Sheehan as Defendants. 
Judge Collins enjoined the coliection of a 

note for $450 given under duress, it is claimed, 

by Mrs. Rosina Nittel and her son Christian. 

Ex-Chairman George C. Klehm of the County 

Board, Andrew Schmitz, a Justice of the 

Peace at Niles Center, and James Sheehan, a 

constable, are defendants. Mrs. Nittel is 80 

years of age and an old resident of Chicago. 

Her son isa cook in a restaurant ut No. 19 

North Clark street. 

The bill says that May 16 Klehm and Shee- 
han called at the restaurant, aud Sheehan 
read a warrant, in which Christian was 
charged with being the father of Sophia Pe- 
ters’ child. Christian denied that there was 
any truth in the charge. He sent a note to 
his mother, who came down to the train aud 
accompanied her son and his captors to 
Niles Center. 

Arriving there it appeared that a Justice 
Court was not the only source of revenue of 
Schmitz. The prisoner was ushered intoa 
saloon of which Schmitz is the proprietor, 
and, upon the evidence of the complainant, 
Sophia Peters, judgment was entered against 
the prisoner for and costs. 

Mrs. Nittel says she offered to sign her 
son’s bond, but was told that she must give 
her note for $450 and vay $103—the $3 being 
costs—to satisfy the $550 judgment. Her son 
would not consent to this. Whereat both 
the Justice and his Constable pounced upon 
him, crowded him into a corner, and at- 
tempted to coerce him into submission. 
Young Nittel was not so easily coerced, how- 
ever. He let out with his right and then 
with his left, pling up Justice and Constable 
in a heap on the floor of the court—or rather, 
barroom. Reinforced with a revolver 
Sheehan returned to the charge. He hand led 
the weapon so recklessly, however, that in 
self-defense the saloon-keeping Justice was 
compelled to disarm him. Schmitz and 
Sneehan finally succeeded in getting the 
upper hand of Nittel after a hard struggle 
and took him to the village jail. 

During the whole struggie, Mrs. Nittel 
says, Kiehm was trying to prevail on her to 
sign the note, and when she saw her son led 
away she began to weaken. When the 
Justice and Constabie returned the former 
joined with Klehm in urging the old lady to 

ve the note and secure her son’s release. 

rs. Nittel says she did not yield until the 

Justice read from a book something to tne 

effect that under the law her son couid be 

sent to the penitentiary the nextday. Then 
she signed the note for $450 and paid $100 
and $3 costs. 

The bill says the only record appearing on 
the Justice’s docket in the case shows that 
Nittel was heid to the Criminal Court in 
$2,000 bail. Mrs. Nittel and her son aver that 
this is wholly faise, and that the Justice has 
altered his books so as to keep out of trouble.

They Meet and Pass Upon the Public 
Service Committee’s Report. 

At the meeting of the County Board yes- 
terday a resolution was passed providing 
that if the city would furnish the money tbe 
county would fix up the old morgue at the 
County Hospital so as to accommodate all 
Coroner’s cases, and directing the County 
Attorney to draw up an agreement between 
the county and city.

FINED FOR THEIR SMOKING CHIMNEYS. 


Several Firms in Court on Account of Me- 
lating the Ordinance, 

Yesterday, before Justice Prindiville, a 
number of cases of violations of the smoke 
ordinance were disposed of. The following 
firms were called by a summons to show 
cause why they should not be fined for vio- 
lating the smoke ordinance: 

The Hvening Journal company, the Keeley 
Brewing company, Longley, Low & Co., 
Willoughby, Hill & 6,, American Ex- 
press company, the Ch ‘Edison Lignt 
company, Mead & Coe, the Seipp Brewing 
company, Warren Springer & Co., the Eden 
Musée, and the Cook Brewing company. 

The case of Longley, Low & Co. was called 
first. Testimony was introduced to show 
that the defenaants’ chimney at No. 214 Mon- 
roe street gave out thick, black volumes of 
smoke, and that July 7, at 2:32 o’clock p. m., 
it was a nuisance under the ordinance. The 
residents in the neighborhood had complained 
of the smoke. The firm’s representative 
did not deny the charges and Justice Prindi- 
ville imposed a fine of $50 and costs with the 


’ proviso that if the defendant lost no time in 
. abating the nuisance the fine would be re- 


mitted and the judgment satisfied on pay- 
ment of the costs. 

When the case against Willoughby, Hill & 
Co. was called the firm’s representative in 
court made a strong argument for more time, 
saying the boilers were being repaired and 
that there would be no smoke when the im- 
provements were made. A man from the 
Smoke inspector’s office testified that Will- 
oughby, Hill & Co. were old violators of the 
smoke ordinance and needed to be reminded 
of cheir shortcomings. Justice Prindiville 
thereupon wrote dcwna fine of $50 against 
the pantaloon merchants with the — 
clause added, relative to abating the nui- 
sance and saving the fine. 

The Chicago Edison ht company pleaded 
for longer time, and the ng Journal com- 
pany pees to obey the ordinance, but a 
fine of $50 was put on each of them, with 
the admonition that they purge the recora by 
abating the nuisance and paying the costs of 
the action within a reasonable time. The 
American Express company pleaded guiity 
and was assessed $50 and costs. 

Mead & Coe were excusabie in the eyes of 
the court, for, although they had a good and 
sufficient device attached to their furnace, 
the engineer, it was said, failed to attend to 
his duty, and they were brought to task. 
Justice Prindiville looked with compassion 
on the erri real-estate men, and the case 
against the firm was dismissed with the in- 
junction that the engineer’s salary be either 
raised or lowered. 

Warren Springer & Co., the Keeley Brew- 
ing company, and the Eden Musée were each 
fined $50, with the opportunity of doing bet- 
ter in the future and having the fine re- 
mitted. 

The Cook Brewing company was not 
ready for trial, and the case is set for 1 
o’clock this afternoon. The case against the 
Seipp Brew company will come up atl 
o’clock p. m. July 24. 

We do not wish to prosecute any one in 
this investigation,” said Smoke inspector 
Young, but only to impress them with tne 
necessity of doing something to abate the 
nuisance.

SECRETARY BU: TERWOBTSH ARRIVES.

“My first duty,” he said, “is to acquaint 
myself with the situation. Until then I can- 
a talk intelligently of Worla’s Fair mat- 

ers. 

He did not come this time to settle down 
for good, but he was immediately pressed 
into service, nevertheless. It was decided 
that he should go to Soringfield and handle 
the World’s Fair forces there. 

Post me on the matter,” he said, “ and I 
will do what I can.” 

He was posted promptly. 

J. W. Elisworth,.who had been with him 
in the East for the last week, baa him in 
charge. He took him to headquarters to see 
Mr. Bryan, then to the First National Bank 
to see Mr. Gage, then to the Union League 
Club to see any directors who might drift in, 
for the Union League is the place where 
many of them take lunch. 

The result of the tour was atwo to three 
hour session in Mr. Bryan’s office at head- 
quarters. Mr. Butterworth was there; so 
were Mr. Gage and Mr. Bryan and Mr.

A DAILY newspaper“ published in Paris 
says the hot wave which recently passed over 
Chicago calls attention to anotner obstacie 
to the success of the proposed Worid's Fair, 
and unfortunately an obstacle oot within the 
power of man to remove. During the Phila- 
deiphia Exhibition many of the European 
delegates were piaced hors de combat by the 
excessive heat. In Philadelphia the mercury 


runs up pretty bigh during the summer 


months, but Chicago can beat the Quaker 
City in this respect. During the dog days 
Chicago is one of the hottest places in the 
Union.” It adds that visitors from Europe 
had better prepare for the journey in much 
tne same manner as Stanley did when he set 
out for the Congo region. The writer of this 
misrepresentation of the facts must have beea 
reading some of the articies in the London 
edition of the New York Herald. It 1s 
simipiy impossible that a Frenchman should 
vent such bald falsehoods without some sup- 
posed authority, as he can have no national 
or race motive for it, and is unable to find 
even in the St. Louis journals any statement 
that backs up his wild charge against the 
summer climate of Chicago. If he should 
come hers on a visit to the Fair he would 
find how wofully he is mistaken. He would 
be told that this city suffered under a com- 
paratively mild affliction from the hot wave 
of the last week in June, the mercury rising 
many degrees higher at nearly all reported 
points in tne Mississippi Valley and on the 
Atlantic slope. He would discover for him- 
self that the climate is far superior to that 
of his own city and that our cool lake breezes 
form an attraction which draws hither in 
the hot season many thousands of people 
from the more highly heatea interior. But 
the probabilities are he will not come. He 
bas taken his inspiratioa from a source 
animated by jealousy, and in all likelihood 
will furnish an example of the man whom it 
is vastly easier to lead astray than to con- 
vince ne is in the wrong But why that 
London paper should be allowed to vent its 
spite almost daily without flat contradiction 
from readers who know by experience its 
statements are false, isa mystery. 


READ THE BILL, 

The Atlanta (Ga.) Constitution is making a 
svectacie of itself. Its war editor has come 
to the front and writes thus flamboyantly in 
the matter of the so-called force bill“: 


Thé South will be able to hold her own under 
the force bill. 

Federal Supervisors and carpetbaggers may 
do their worst, but they will fall when they at- 
tempt to Africanize this vast region. 

It nothing else will save us the determination 
of our people to maintain home rule will piace 
us under a military despotism. 

What we did twenty years ago we can do again. 
We are not going to allow any monkeying with 
the ballot-box. Our votes shall be counted, and 
all the swindling Federal supervisors that are 
sent here cannot prevent it. If they are stub- 
born in their crusade of fraud they will be met in 
a way that will bring military rule. The Federal 
army will stand by tne Southern whites and pro- 
tect them until they regain the control of their 
own uffairs. 

So much for the worst, if it comes. The South- 
ern people will not allow their States to be 
stolen or Africanized. Before they will submit 
to such an infamous climax they will cheerfully 
go back to the desolation of twenty years ago 
and begin their fight for freedom again. 


There is not a provision in the Election bill 
the tendency of which is to Alricanize Geor- 
gia or any other Soutbero State. “The de- 
terminawon of their people to maintain home 
rule cannot de interfered with, as the bill 
has nothing to do with home rule, from Gov- 
ernor down to poundkeeper or constable. 
They are left free and untrammeled to stuff 
ballot-boxes, throw out Republican votes, dis- 
franchise Republican voters, discourage them 
with shotguns or revoivers, and commit 
every fraud and.injustice which ingenuity 
can devise or malice suggest in every State, 
county, towa, and village election from one 
end of the South to the other. Is not this 
enough? Certainly the Constitution cannot de- 
mand the same right in National elections or 
dispute the authority of Congress to maxe 
the elections of members to its own body 
honest. For what says the Nawonai Consti- 
tution ? 


Art. I., Sec. 4 times, places, and manner 
of nolding elections fer Senators and Represent- 
atives shall be prescribed in each State by the 
Legisiature thereof: but the Congress may ut any 
time by law make or alter such reguiations except 
as to the places of choosing Senators. 


The Democrats are strong in the matter 
of constitutional prerogatives. Do they 
propose to ignore or dispute this one which 
concedes to Congress the same right to regu- 
late the manner of electing its representa- 
tives that it has in judging of their quali- 
fications! The Constitution says “ we are not 
W 4 going to allow any monkeying with the 

1. pallot-box.” That ie what the election 
bill says ip so many words. It is not going 
to allow any monkeying with the bal- 
lot-box in National elections. Unfortunately 
it cannot prevent monkeying with the bai- 
lot-box in local elections, hence their States 
can neither be stolen nor Africanized. That 
form of simian outrage will continue in spite 
ofthe bill. The Constitution says our votes 
shall be counted.” So does the bill. It de- 
mands that ali the votes shall be counted. 
It goes no further than a free vote and fair 
count. Why then this silly talk of “ going 
back to the desolation of twenty years ago’? 
Is an honest National election going to deso- 
late the South? If so, tnea the sooner that 
form of desolation happens the better. It is 
evident, however, that the war editor of the 
Constitution does not know what the Elec- 
tions bill contains. If he would read the 
bili he would find that it is strictly constitu- 
tional, that it does not interfere with nome 
rule, and that it. cannot “ Africanize” the 
South. It simply provides for an honest elec- 
tion of Congressmen. If the editor is opposed 
to honest elections why does he not say so 
instead of misrepresenting the bill and mis- 
leading his readers? 


NATIONAL RECEIPTS AND EXPENSES. 

There has been a lively dispute during tne 
last ten days whether the revenues for the 
present fiscal year, ending June 30 next, 
would exceed or fall below the expenditures.

On the other hand no one knows how 
much money the Dependent Pension bill will 
call for this year or hereafter. Estimutes 
vary by fifty millions) How many cases 
will be passed on this year? Probably 
only a small number. The fate of the big 
River and Harbor bill is yet undetermined. 
There are other measures pending which call 
tor expeuditures of money, which may or 
may not pass. Therefore one can make only 
a wild guess at the expenses of the Govern- 
ment until Congress has adjourned and more | 
accurate calculations can be made. 

This much 1§ certain, that there will be 
no such yearly surpluses as those which the 
country has known of late, ana that if ap- 
propriations for pension and other purposes 
increase as rapidly as they have besen doing 
it will be necessary to look out for a larger 
revenue. And that 1s one of the reasons why 
it is best to look after that sixty millions of 
revenue from sugar rather carefully, end 
not throw it away for nothing, because in a 
year or 80 there may be need of it. 


FLIPPANT CRITICISMS OF BLAINE. 

Several United States Senators on the Re- 
publican side join Senator Frye in saying 
that Biaine’s scheme for trade reciprocity 
with “ the countries south of us would be 
a good thing it attainable, but proceed to in- 
timate that it is wholly out of the question 
owing to the opposition it would meet from 
other nations. One Senator is quoted as de- 
claring that if the people of the United 
States were unanimously in favor of trade 
reciprocity with Cuba thejconsent of the Span- 
ish authorities could not be obtained, since 
they could not afford under any circumstances 
to lose the revenues now derived from du- 
ties on imports from this country. This ob- 
jection was used with considerable confidence. 
a few years ago but was refuted at that 
time by the action of the Spanish authorities, 
who agreed to make specific reductions of 
duties and additions to the free list in fevor 
of articles of American production if this 
country would reduce the tariff levy on 
Cuban sugar. The proposition was defeated 
then, not because of the opposition of the 
Spanish authorities, but of the big Have- 
meyer Sugar Trust in New York, which has 
such a strong pull on Congress. 

The claim is made that if sugar from Cuba 
were admitted free of duty into this country 
Spain would be abie to levy an export tax on 
it or that the Cuban planters would maintain 
prices and hence exvand their profits by the 
amount of the tax which the United States 
remitted. It is said such would be the re- 
sult because Cuba does not produce suffi- 
cient sugar for the demanas of the 
United States, and hehce her planters 
could ask as much for the sugar brought into 
the United States duty free as other foreign 
producers could get for the article which 
was burdeued with a tariff tax. As the price 
of the sugar of other countries would still be 
eahanced artificially by the tariff levy Cuba 
would need only to charge up to the same 
level and thus pocket greatly increased prof- 
its. According to this theory trade reciproc- 
ity with Cuba would give the planters of that 
country greater profits, but could not result 
in cheapening sugar in the United States. 
Possibly such might be the result if the 
United States should deai with Cuba alone 
and not take any precautions to prevent 
other nations taking undue advantage of its 
policies. In fact, however, the scheme 
of trade reciprocity proposed by Mr. 
Blaine is open to no such objections. 
The President would be authorized to open 
American ports to the free admission of 
sugar not only from Cuba but from other 
sugar-producing countries. If after making 
trade concessions to secure reciprocity Cuba 
should maintain prices of sugar at the old 
level it would be only necessary to admit the 
article free from Brazil and the Philippine 
Islands. Cuban sugar tnen would have to 
be reduced to the competitive price or lose 
the American market. If Cuba should re- 
fuse to make trade concessions to the United 
States the opening of the ports of this coun- 
try free to the sugar-producers of the British 
West Indies, Brazil, and the Philippine 
Islands would leave the Cuban planters with- 
outa market. In any point of view the 
United States would be master of the situa- 
tion, and having to deal with so many com- 
petitive sugar-producing countries could 
set easily the interest of one off against an- 
other. When the United States is ready to 
make free sugar the basis of trade reci- 
procity it will be able to command the consent 
of Cuba and to see that any compact entered 
into will be executed in good faith. 

REAPPORTIONMENT IN ILLINOIS, 

*“Tilinois Congressmen who have been mak- 
ing guesses on the basis of the census figures 
already in,“ says a Washington dispatch, 
“are satisfied that the Prairie State will be 
entitled to two more members and possibly 
three. . . In the reapportionment the 
northern end of the State will show the 
greatest gain, and beginning with the Fifty- 
third Congress Cook County can count on 
five members.” The Illinois Congressmen 
have not made anything like accurate calcu- 
lations or they would have given Cook Coun- 
ty a larger representation than five after the 
next apportionment. According to the same 
dispatch the number of members in the next 
House will be from 850 to 875. It will be 
probably about 360. This would give 180,000 
or thereabouts as the population for each dis- 
trict. A population of 900,000 would give 
Cook County the number of Representatives 
accredited toit by the guessing Congress- 
men. Chicago alone has a population of 
1,101,268, and it is believed that corrected 
figures and supplemental returns will run it 
up to 1,110,000, On the 180,000 basis, then, 
Chicago alone would have six Congressmen, 
and there would be 30,000 of population to be 
addea to our country town population of 
80,000 for the seventh Congressman. Du 
Page County, with 21,797 population, and 
Lake County, with 24,046, would make up the 
number lacking for the seventh Representa. 
tive. Even though the basis of representa- 
uon be placed at 200,000, which is not likely 
(as that would reduce the number of Congress- 
men below the present figure) Cook County 
with a population of 1,190,000, would lack but 
10,000 of u sufficient number to entitle it to 
six Congressmen; and if that figure should 
be adopted illinois would not have any adai- 
tonal Congressmen, for the State population 
will reach hardly 4,100,000. It may fall even 
short of 4,000,000. If 180,000 is adopted the 
State would be entitled to two additional 
members, but Cook County in that event 
would get the two, and would contain the 
bulk of the constituency for a third. 

Another important consideration in this 
respect is the representation of Cook County 
in the General Assembly. With 1,200,000 
populauon in the county and 4,000,000 in the 
State the county would be entitled to fifteen 
or sixteen of the fifty-one Senatorial dis- 
tricts, and nearly one-third of the whole rep- 
resentawon in the General Assembly.

federation of the Republics in it quarter of 
the continent, still less so to who an- 
ticipated harmony as the outcome of the re- 
cent Pan-Amencan Congress. The tragedy 
of June 22, which, resulted in the violent 
death of President 


hostility to the scheme of federal union on 
the part of petty leaders headed by Gen. 
Ezeta, who, after the death of Menendez, 
seized the palace and proclaimed himself Pro- 
visional President. The subsequent procla- 
mation of President Barillas of Guatemala 
denouncing the assassination of Menendez 
as an insult to his Republic and the rule of 
Ezetaas a menace to all the Republics has 
been followed by a sudden declaration of 
war and the invasion of Guatemala by 
Ezeta’s army. 

What the result will de is not easy to cal- 
culate, for revolutions in that turbulent lo- 
cality often have grotesque endings. On the 
basis of resources and population Guatemaia 
will make short work of San Salvador, ai- 
ways providing that a revolution does not 
break out in the former Republic before 
the war is over. Under the Ad- 
ministration of the late President Barrios, 
Gu atemala outstripped the other four Re- 
publics and gained such political influence 
and financial strength that it is feured by 
them. In this lies the secret of the present 
outbreak. The other little Republics fear 
that once a federal union has been effected, 
Guatemala will control it and use it for its 
own advantage. The outcome is a strugele 
between the advocates of union and its op- 
ponents, which may end not only in general 
internecine war but in inter-State revolu- 
tions, in the course of which military dicta- 
tors will come to the front. The outlook, 
therefore, is not encouraging to the probiem 
of self-government or republican government 
in these stormy little States. Their stability 
is endangered on the verge of federal union, 
and the principle of arbitration, which their 
representatives advocated so eloquently in 
the recent congress, and to which they gave 
their official assent, has been flung to the 
winds at the very first opportunity, when it 
might have been applied with profit to al 
concerned, The United States was a party 
to this congress and its responsible author. 
Can it do better—indeed, can it doanything 
else in the present emergency, than to offer 
its good offices as an arbiter to adjust the 
differences between these testy Republics? 
The two opponents are appealing already to 
Mexico for recognition. The latter Republic, 
if it is wise, instead of recognizing either 
will join the United States in forcible sugges- 
tion to the combatants that they must sub- 
mit to arbitration and follow the course the ir 
representatives outlined and indorsed in the 
Pan-American Congress. 


A PAINFUL LACK OF DELICACY. 

Either Pension Commissioner Raum should 
resign or his son John should go out of the 
pension business. There ought to be suf- 
ficrent sense of the proprieties of life in the 
family to force one of them to quit. 

It appears that a man named Wilkinson 
and Mr. John Raum have gone into the pen- 
sion and bounty claims business, the senior 
partner having an office in tne little village 
of Mount Carmel in this State, and the 
junior partner having one in Washing ton, 
and looking after cases before a bureau 
where his father is Commissioner and one 
of his brothers aclerk. The ürm is adver- 
tising over Lilinéis and probably over the 
country. 

It is not at all prevehle that Messrs. Wil- 
kinson & Raum have any special facilities for 
getting business attended to in the Pension 
Bureau. It would be hazardous to favor 
them at the expense of other claim ageats. 
Still, the name of a public officer is being 
used to get business for a firm of which his 
son is one of the members. The old soidiers 
will believe that an agent who is so near to 
the Commissioner must have advantages 
which others do not possess. It comes close, 
therefore, to being a case of getting business 
under faise pretenses. 

A son who had any delicacy of feeling 
would not do anything which would subject 
his father to unjust but natural suspicions. 
A father who cared much for his good name 
would not tolerate for a moment the attempt 
on the part of a son to trade on it. The mem- 
bers of the Raum family seem to have thick 
hides, however, and they may not mind what 
the outside world is saying so long as the 
cash comes in. 

Gen. Raum went into office under favor- 
able circumstances. He had made a good 
record in the Internal Revenue Bureau. He 
succeeded the ‘“surplus-buster,” Tanner, 
whose administration of the office had been 
marked by irregularities, such as the rerat- 
ing of pensions. But for some time back tne 
present incumbent has been the object of 
charges in and out of Congress, and to some 
of them he has made no reply. So far as 
these accusations hinted at misconduct no- 
body who knew him believed them. When 
he was accused of peddling out among his 
cierks the stock of a company in which he 
was interested he denied it, and his denial 
was believed. 

But in tne light of this unrebuked appear- 
ance of his son as a pension agent at a time 
wlen the business, owing to the passage of 
the Dependent act is to be a most profitable 
one, it is difficult to see how far Gen. Raum’s 
cenials of past charges can be given much 
weight. He has shown too plainly that he 
has not a high standard of official propriety— 
that ne is willing to put up with suspicion 
and distrust, so that some member of his 
family may make alittle money out of the 
old soldiers. His course is mortifying to 
every Lilinoisan. 


Ignatius Donne.ty, celebrated as the 
author of Ragnarok,“ The Lost Atlantis,“ 
and the discoverer of a Baconian cryptogram 
in the writings of Shakspeare, is out with 
another novel proposition.

The wool manufacturer uses a dozen 
or more kinds of wool, and he finds but tew of 
them here and has toimport the others. That 
there is so little diversity in the United 
States wools is mainly due to the labors of 
three Ohioans—Lawrence, Deland, and Harp- 
ster—who have for years been shipping 
blooded rams to the Southwestern ranch- 
men. The result is that the coarse wool 
formerly grown by the latter bas been re- 
placed bya much better article which bas 
come into direct competition with the Ohio 
wool, and being grown much more cheaply 
has about driven it out of the market. 80 
long as these three men are laboring to make 
all American wools alike, how is it to be ex- 
pected the country will grow wool of every 
kind? But even if there were no ram - raisers, 
it would never be done, for it would not pay 
any American farmer to raise some of the 
cheaper wools. Some day the Ohioans will 
know the truth.

Sisrova, July 21.—After two days’ bard 
riding across the Balkans in tropical heat I 
came up this morning with Minister-Presi- 
dent Stambuloff at Sistova, on the Danube. 
He 
said: 
The Government of Bulgaria has no in- 
tention of precipitating matters by offending 
the Sublime Porte. There are several inter- 
mediary steps before we can cast off our 


limited dependence upon the Porte. It is my 
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private opinion that a long period. of time 
will have elapsed before we can assert our 
independence. Prince Ferdinand must stay. 
Ido not think he has ever entertained the 
thought of leaving us. Should he ever eu- 
tertain that thought his Highhess will find 
he cannot leave the country in the lurch 
with honor. : 

His case is different from that of Prince 
Alexander. He was not the nominee of any 
power, but was elected by tne representa- 
tives of the Bulgarian people. While we are 
under fire he cannot leave us without dis- 
honor. He may be kidnaped or assassinated, 
but voluntarily leave us—never. 

“I think that the Russian agents see that 
their game is up in me interior of the coun- 
try. While I am prepared for anything from 
such an implacable foe I think they have 
changed their base to Belgrade. I imagine 
that this move is to get Servia to attack us 
again. Il suppose that Europe would let the 
Servians march out against us, led by Rus- 
sian officers ana armed with Russian rifles, 
but we would not be without friends. The 
upshot of the whole matter would doubtless 
be a general European war, in which may 
God protect Bulgaria. We can put 2,000,000 
men in the field as well armed as any and as 
prave soldiers as ever faced an enemy’s fire. 
Then there are Bulgarians in Servia and 
Macedonia who will aid us.“ 

* There are still many Russophiles and anti- 
Stambouloff people in Buigaria. They are 
very numerous; less $0, however, in the 
mountains than in the piains. Some 
of them are Russian paid agents, 
though there are fewer than 
formerly. Others! are silly, sentimental 
peopie, who believe Russia is willing to be 
our big brotner and guardian angel without 
any remuneration whatever. There are 
many who, seeing how unstabie is our politi- 
cal status, whata bad effectthis exerts upon 
commerce, what a bugaboo it isto capital 
and the Powers, want a change—any 
sort of 1 * being, they 
think, likely to a betterment. 
These men care more for their purses than 
for patriotism. The opposition is quite nu- 
merous, but I have no figures. In Sistov 
where 1 am now, I would not be surprised i 
the Russian party is in the majority. But 
time ana the continued success of the Gov- 
ernment will tell on our side. The mercen- 
aries of Russia we will expel immediately 
from the country. 

“Then there is another point. Though the 
Berlin treaty gave us liberal institutions it 
unforunately could not give the Bulgarian 
peasant a 83 how to avail himself of 
them, and so the vernment feels justified 
in not consulting with too implicit faith the 
popular eracie of election. I, for 
my part, consult the ople not at all 
on questions of high politics, as they don’t 
know anything about it. The fact is the 
Government consults its Prince and con- 
science and a few able, trusted advisers, but 
no one else. This makes government difficult 
and even dangerous. This is the reason lam 
denounced in malicious, ignorant, and mer- 
cenary prints as a tyrant, autocrat, and Bul- 
garian Czar. But it is unnecessary. Twenty 

ears hence the majority of our people will 

abie te judge for themselves and support 
a good Government, wishing but the welfare 
of our common country. Until then we will 
— to lead the way and see that they fol- 
ow. 

“The Bulgarians like the change from 
Bismarck very much. Gen. von Caprivi does 
not seem so ferocious in his hatred of Bul- 
garians as was Bismarck. At any rate he 
is more polite; does not grow red in the face 
and spit in the fire when you mention the 
Slavs to him as did Bismarck. Yes; I re- 
gard the change in the Wilhelm Strasse as 
favorable to us.“ 

Then M. Stambouloff paid an eloquent trib- 
ute to an American institution, which: will 
be heard with pleasure on the other side of 


the Atlantic. 

“In the regeneration of Bulgaria,” he 
said, one of the most potent tactors for 
good with us has been the American Rob- 
erts College kept going by the Presbyterian 
church in Constantinopie. The professors 
were our friends and councilors twenty-five 
years ago, when Bulgaria was never heard 
of outside of Turkey. For a quarter ofa 
century forty or fifty young Bulgarians were 
graduated from this model instituuon, fight- 
ing ever unselfishly on the side of their 
country. The alumni of this American col- 
lege may well claim a prond place in our 
future Walhalla.

CHAMPION OF THE TENNIS-PLAYERS. 


Mr. Chase Defeats Mr. McCiellan in & 
Closely-Centested Game. 

Charles A. Chase of Chicago is still the 
champion tennis player of the Western 
States. He defendea the title that he has 
held for three years yesterday. afternoon 
against E. W. McClellan, w ho won the first 
prize in the tournament last week for single 
events. Chase lives on the North Side, and 
his neighbors and neighbors’ neighbors went 
to Kenwood in a body tosee the match. The 
Kenwood contingent was on hand also, and 
the partisans of each player cracked their 
voices and calloused their palms in the ef- 
fort to outdo each other in the matter of a 
din. All applauaed together when the man 
with a sash and a voice like the saw-whet 
owl of the Adirondacks was chosen scorer. 
His method of announcing |>ve-fifteen and 
deuce has been one of the drawing cards of 
the tournament. 

Chase had things his own way in the first 
set, alloWing his opponent but three games. 
Neither contestant at the outset did any driv- 
ing, both contenting themselves with con- 
servative methods of play. There were one 
or two doubtful decisions of the referee dur- 
ing the set, but they in no way affected the 
result, Chase’s lead being too great to leave 
room for discussion. 

Chase took the first game of the second set 
so easily that North-Siders prophesied three 
sets straight for their favorite, but McClellan 
wasn’t going to allow anything of that kind. 
He began an aggressive contest in the sec- 
ond game and didn’t lose again until the score 
stood 8 to lin his favor. Chase pulled the 
seventh game out ot a hole, but yielded the 
eighth and the set to McClellan. 

The third set showed that the Kenwood 
man was able to stand the gait that he bad 
struck. There were a number of close 
games, but at the end of the tenth McClellan 
had the set. It was not until the second 
game in this set that the men began the 
“smashing” for which the play of each is 
noted. Then McClellan seized an opportuni- 
ty to scbre a point by sending a ball into the 
enemy’s territory like a shot from a three- 
inch rifle. Chase caught the inspirauon and 
took a point in like manner. From that time 
on it was a hot give and take. 

With the match 2to01 against him, Chase 
began to play his old-time game. He took 
the fourth set so rapidly that McClellan had 
just time to score a single game. 

The fifth and deciding set, while not par 
ticularly close, was a pretty contest abound- 
ing in life. Chase lost the first game, after 
scoring a couple of points, by forgetting the 
height of the net. In the second game Mc- 
Ch was serving, and with the score 30 
all, lost the game by an inability toreach two 
well-placed strokes of his adversary. With 
a game on either side of the net, Chase took 
the service in the third — and, after Me- 
Cletlan was well in the he crawled up 
to 40 and took tne game ona vicious stroke 
that caused the bali to carrom off McClelian’s 
racket after the manner of a foul tip. Mo- 
Clellan lost the fourth game on his own serv- 
ice, putting too much muscle into a couple 
of clips that landed the sphere in the crowd.

Chase had 
lost a point by showing a preference for the 
under side of the net, when iellan began 
to drive the ball into the fence and kept 
it up until game was called in favor 
of the man from the north side of 
the river.

If some one were 
to offer an amendment for free raw materials, 
iron ore, coal, and so on Gorman would fight 
it as bitterly as he did in 1883, wuen he suc- 
ceeded in defeating a reduction of 25 cents 
per ton on coal. But Maj. McKinley has piled

No substitute wiil be offered by the Demo- 
crats, because then their own weakness 
would be laid bare, Maj. McKinley having been 
kind enough to lay down what the Bourbons 
think is a winning issue for them. The Re- 
publican Senators in charge of the bill will 

robably stick to their plans and make no 

ntroductory speeches. They are willing, 
however, that the Democrats should do a 
tew days’ talking before the bill is taken up 
in detail, because the party policy is yet to be 
settled. In spite of all tbe efforts to pooh- 
pooh Secretary Biaine’s reciprocity 
suggestions tne idea has grown and the Fi- 
nance Committee has not been able to gag 
it. Soits members are at work devising 
some midway plan which will be free from 
the objections urged to the Hale amendment 
In the view of some Senators a way :s 
opened promising common ground upon 
which the friends of free sugar without con- 
ditions and those who would admit that sta- 
ple free only on the reciprocal terms of 
trade advocated by Mr. Blaine are likely 
to meet the amendment to the 
tariff bill proposed by Senator Pierce 
of North Dakota. The amendment provides: 
“That after one year from the passage of 
the bill the President, in his discretion, may 
direct that the duties on sugar imposed un- 
der the laws now in force be reimposed as 
against any nation or country failing to 
enter into adequate reciprocal relations with 
the United States regarding the agricultural 
roducts of the country; and the President 
is directed to pursue such negotiations as 
may be deemed necessary to secure by treaty 
or otherwise the unrestricted entry into any 
such country of the agricultural products of 
the United States.“ 

This proposition, in the opinion of many 
conservative men, covers the whole point at 
issue between Mr. Blaine, who insists that 
the markets of Cuba and Porto Rico can, for 
the admission of free sugar here, be opened 
free to millions of dollars worth of American 
products, and Mr. Allison and Mr. McKinley, 
who, in the face of a commanding cry for a 
revision of the tariff, doubt the advisability 
of making action only tentative. If the 
Pierce amendment is adopted the result 
will de this: Free su will be voted, 
but if Cuba and orto Rico remain 
insensible to the benefits conferred on them by 
the act, and refuse in return for it to admit 
American products free, the sugar tax may 
be imposed and the correctness of the Blaine 
position tested. If Cuba and Porto Rico value 
the American market for their sugar as high- 
ly as Mr. Blaine believes, once they have 
been permitted to enjoy it free they will 
make proper concessions to hold it. 

This sort of a compromise may do well 
enough for sugar, but it dons not go far 
enough in scaling down the sigh duwes of 
the McKinley bill. Something broader will 
have to be found which will cover wool and 
other products that are so carefully protected 
by prohibition duties. 

Voorhees on the Tariff. 


At 2 o’clock this afternoon the Senate took

Prespect of a Hot Battle Between Rival 
Leaders. 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 21.—[Special. |— 
A whisper is heard that Speaker Reed is go- 
ing to pitch into“ Secretary Blaine. The 
Speaker iately sent over to one of the Senate 
committee-rooms for some powder in the 
way of committee reports and some grape- 
shot in the shape of historical documents. 
This ammunition,. it was explained, 
was intended for a megazine article. 
The criticism made by Secretary Biaine 
on the policy of his party in the 
House has been summed up as “short-sight- 
ed.” In other words, the former Speaker of 
the House thought that the tendency of tne 
legisiation was not to reach beyond the fall 
electiors. His vigorous arraignment of the 
McKinley bill has followed this line, while 
the objections to the new rules and to the 
Elections bill which are attributed to Mr. 
Blaine have been of the same general nature. 
A criticism of the policy of the majority in 
the House is a criticism of the Speaker, for 
be is the leader, and since Mr. Biaiae’s time 
no one has occupied the chair and has mold 
ed the opinion of the dominant party so 
ey — as Speaker Reed. Ine purpose of 
the Speaker in his supposed m ine article 
is not to defend his own policy. He will 
let that speak for itself. His power of search- 
ing analysis and his keen wit are best shown 
in attack, and it is said he intends to open a 
running fire and bombard the Secretary of 
State in his reciprocity fortress. A good 
many Republican Congressmen who have 
been made uncomforiabie by Mr, Biaine’s ag- 

ressive tactics will be glad to have the 

peaker come to the rescue, They are not 
quite sure that he won't come off second best, 
but they want to enjoy the display of rhetori- 
cel freworks which is sure to occur and tne 
general pubiicis apt tosympathme with them. 


SENATOR HAL ON THE TARIFF. 


The Free Trade Must Be Confined to South- 
ern and (Central American ( oantries,. 

PoRTLAND, Me., July 21.—[Special. |—Sen- 
ator Hale of this State has two maxims rel 
atuve to the tariff situation. These are 
“ McKinley ie right” and Blaine is right.” 
The Senator says these two positions are not 
contratictory and insists that the Repub- 
licans must stick to ſt until a bill 1s formu- 
lated in harmony with both. He said 
today in speaking of the matter: The 
Senate did not receive the tariff 
bill with the prestige that would have at- 
tached to it had it been reasonably debated 
and if actual tests of the more important 
provisions had been made in the House. 
Nevertheless, however, it is the duty of the 
Republican Senate to stick to the bill until 
it is completed and passed. It will not nec- 
essarily be the McKinley bill, but will retain 
all of its good features. The proposition 
which will be debated and passed upon by 
the Senate will be to try and secure a foot- 
hold in the South and Central American na- 
tions and to get their markets for our goods. 
This does not in any way interrupt the work- 
ing of the protective system nor is it incon-

SETTLERS DESERTING DAKOTA, 


A Number of Finnish and Rassian Families 
Forced to Go by the Bad Crops. 

ELLENDALE, N. D., July 21.—[Special.]— 
Wheat operators and others are making 
capital outof the rumor of an exodus of 
farmers from Dickey and McIntosh Counties 
owing to the failure of the crops, Fifteen 
families of Finlanders have left Ellen- 
dale and twenty or thirty families of 
Russians are leaving Ashley, but there 
is no general exedus. The Finianders have 
a large settlement near Eliendale, and for 
four years raised the bess crops in the 
county, but Mast year and this, owing to the 
drought, their wheat has been very poor. 
Many of them have become bankrupt 
as a consequence, and being unwilil- 
ing. or unable to continue the 
struggle they are going to Northern Michi- 
gan. The present drought has existed only 
since July 1. Up to thabtime the farmers 
thought tnere was rather too much rain for 
the wheat. The weather for three weeks 
has been dry and intensely hot. After ten 
days of this weather the ground was parched 
and a series of hot winds made sad havoc in 
the grain, the growing crop being at a crit- 
ical stage. | 

The Russian settlers who are moving out 
are the more recent arrivals. They came 
with barely sufficient capital to carry them 
to harvest time, and were not fortified to 
stand the loss of a crop. Most of the Rus- 
sians are in a prosperous condition, having 
raised two or three good crops and got a fair 
start in live stock. There is ratber a blue 
feeling here over the exodus and a renewed 
cry for irrigation,

in large numbers were leaving the State because 
they were uvabie to make a living are false. So 
faras known here no farmers of this county 
have left their farms this summer.

Guatemala Asks San Salvador’s Provisional 

President to Ratify a Union, but Is Re- 

fused—The Former Makes an Attack, 

bat Is Kepulsed—Mexice to Invade 
 Guatemsia—The Fighting Ferces In- 
New York, July 21.—[Special.]—The news 
received in this city today by private cipher 
Cable dispatches fully confirms the account of 
the battle between the Guatemalan and San 
Salvadoran forces yesterday. The Guatemalan 
forces, under ine command of Gen. Fuentes, 
were encamped alittle to the southward and 
eastward of Bhalohuapa, close upon the San 
Salvador frontier, A aid had been 
sent by Gen. entes to con- 
vey dispatches from the Guatemalan 
Government to Gen. Ezeta, the 
provisional President of San Saivador, re- 
questing him to give his conseat to the 
ratification of the proposed union of the 
five Republics Aug. 20 next at Tegucigulpa, 
the capital of Honduras. This union of the 
five Republics had been agreed upon by the 
delegates“ from each country in October, 
1889, subject to a general promuigation of 
the treaty of union Sept. 15, 1890, which 
date is the anniversary of republicanism in 
Central America. Gen. Ezeta received the 
dispatches and replied: 

Rejects Guatemala’s Friendship. 

„San Salvador is a sovereign State and 
knows how to act without the interference 
or intervention of any other Power, be it 
great or small, and therefore most court- 
eousiy but firmiy declines to receive in- 
structions from Guatemala. Guatemala 
must recollect that in 1887 her President, 
then as now, declared himseif dictator, and 
neither President Barillas nor his Govern- 
ment would brook the interference of 
any other nation as to his actions. San 
Salvador is only passing that trans- 
itory state through which Guatemala passed 
in 1887. “I, as Provisional President of San 
Salvador, am only following in the footsteps 
of President Barilias, and I don’t see that he 
need — of what he himself has done, 
and for which he received the approbaton 
of his country. My country is my judge, and 
itis for her people to judge of my actions 
and not for outsiders. While desiring to 
preserve peace with all of her sister Repub- 
lics San vador is fully prepared to defend 
her own national honor when the time’ shall 
present itself.“ 


Hostilities Begun by Guatemala. 

President Barillas upon receipt of this re- 
ply instructed Gens. Fuentes, Naiera, and 
Aguilar to cross the frontier, waiving the 
formalities ef a deciaration of war. The San 
Salvador troops were concentrated at Santa 
Anna and Aguachapan. Gen. Ezeta had 
pees himselfin command of the troops of 

an Salvador, and directed by telegraph the 
movements of the Santa Anna forces which 
were sent to repuise the Guatemalans. 

The Guatemalans, not expecting to receive 
much, if any, resistance on the part of the 
Salvadorans, were taken completely by sur- 
— and retreated precipitately beyond the 

rders to their own territory. 

No estimate of the loss of life on either 
side can be formed, but. from all accounts 
only thirty or forty were killed or wounded. 
The San Salvador troops did not follow up 
their advantage, as they had received in- 
structions only to preserve the integrity of 
their own territory. 

The War to Be Pushed. 

It is said thatin view of this defeat 2.000 
Guatemalan troops are advancing as rein- 
forcements under the command of Gen. 
Camilo Alvarez, the aspirant for Presidential 
honors in San Salvador under the protection 
of Guatemala. With Gen. Alvarez at their 
head as Commander-in-Chief of the Guate- 
malian forces there no longer remains a doubt 
that Guatemala interds invaiing her neigh- 
boring territory. 


Mexico to Interfere. 

Mexico, although repeatedly appealed to by 
San Saivador, both for recognition and as- 
sistance, has not until now shown her hand. 
She has, however, concentrated her troops on 
the Guatemalan frontier, m the State of 
Chiapas, under the command of Gens. Rosa 
and Fiorss. Orders were issued today by 
the Mexican Minister of War to these troops 
to invade the Guatemalan territory in case 
Guatemala should invade tha of San Salva- 
dor. 

From the latest statistical information ob- 
tainable the most that Guatemala can 
in the feld is from 12,000 to 16,000 men, Hon- 
duras about 6,000, San Salvador from 8,000 to 
10,000, While Nicaragua and Costa Rica can 
jointly make a showing of from 15,000 to 
1 


6,000. 

Gen. Ezetais doing his best to preserve 
order in San Salvador, and has just dis- 
patched a special envoy to the United States 
with a manifesto of what he intends as his 
program toward tne 2 of San Salvador. 

Guatemala has cabled her Minister to the 
United States, who is now in Europe, to re- 
turn at once to Washington. Guatemala will 
also make an appeal to the United States for 
the latter’s protection as against Mexican 
interference. 

New York, July 21.—Mr. Bals, Consul- 
General for both Guatemala and nduras, 
claims to have heard nothing of a battle be- 
tween Guatemala and San Salvador, and 
scouts the idea of Guatemalan defeat. He 

laces no credence in the dispatces received 
ere.
